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QCWA members were dismayed to learn of the death of David Talley, W2PF, QCWA’s First Treasurer, and an active 
member of the Organization since December 5, 1947, David, 86 years of age, passed away on June 24, 1990, of a heart 
attack. He was interred June 27, 1990, at Knollwood Park Cemetery, in Queens, New York. Davids’s son, Edward, 
W2IVA is a QCWA member. 


Davids life work as an Electrical Engineer began, like so many others who made entry to their life work through Amateur 
Radio. David received his first license, 2PF in March of 1917, just a month before amateur radio was shut down for the 
duration of WW-I. He was a graduate Engineer of Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn. During World War II he was called 
into service in the European Theatre. His life work included,employment of 45 years with The Bell System, with ITT and 
with GTE. He retired to Bal Harbour, Florida in 1980. In recent years he has authored several texts dealing with electronic 
communication systems and has served as Consultant for a number of small businesses, David was, throughout his life, 
an active radio amateur, never dropping away from that avocation even during his years as a professional engineer. He 
gave unstintingly of his time to QCWA. He was one of the rare Old-Timers who, although a fine CW operator, felt that 
times were changing, and that one must change or be left behind. David served QCWA in the offices of Treasurer and 
as Secretary. He devoted many hours to studying ways and means by which QCWA might provide more service to the 
Amateur Radio community. No matter what project he might be working with, he “did his home-work”. When David 
entered into a project, he gave it full attention. In recent months, working with Stuart Meyer, W2GHK, he has been giving 
much time to preparation of the QCWA Historical Document soon to be published. He was a force in Amateaur Radio 
andin QCWA. We will miss him. QCWA membersattending the Sunday afternoon QSO meetings on the air (14,347 kHz) 
will miss his voice. 


QCWA AND FCC DOCKET PR 90-55 


The QCWA Board of Directors adopted a resolution at its April, 1990 meeting setting up a Committee to prepare 
Comments on the FCC proposal to establish a no-code entry grade license for the Amateur Service in Docket PR 90-55. 
The Board set policy with respect to the document to be prepared. 


The Committee consisted of Lew McCoy, W1ICP; Gus Howard, W5KM, Harry Dannals, W2HD and Ted Heithecker, 
W5EJ. A first draft of QCWA Comments was prepared and circulated among the Committee members on June 10. 
Committee members contributed their comments and suggestions which were incorporated in a second draft. This 
procedure was carried out through three drafts. The fourth and final draft is expected to be completed soon and will be 
prepared for the President's signature in time for filing, early in August, 1990. 


The QCWA Board of Directors is well aware of the long standing tradition of requiring all amateurs to be able to use 
Morse Code. The Board, cognizant of its responsibility took action only after giving consideration to all pros and cons. 
It would have been easy to take no stand, avoid controversy - they did not pursue the easy path - believing instead that 
they should provide meaningful comment and offer proposals in the best interersts of the Amateur Radio Service. Due 
to the interest of QCWA members, it is planned to print the document, in full, in the Fall, 1990 QCWA Journal. Thanks 
is extended to the Committee members who worked hard to produce a document which would clearly list the feelings 
of the Board in this important matter. 


QCWA CHAPTER MANUAL REVISED1 


Jim Walsh, W7LVN, has announced that his Committee has completed preparation of a new Chapter Manual. The old 
manual has been revised, corrected and supplemented, bringing it up to date. It will be published soon, and a copy will 
be sent to each Chapter Secretary in October/November with Headquarters letter requesting each Chapter Secretary to 
file a Chapter Report for the Year 1990. 


The Committee is to be congratulated for its work in bringing this tool for QCWA Chapters up to date. It wasa pretty 
good-sized job. Well done! 
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NEW QCWA DUES STRUCTURE ADOPTRED 


Atthe April, 1990 Board Meeting, anew dues structure for QCWA was adopted. This is the first extensive modification 
since 1983. All dues have been increased. The increases have been held toa minimum consistent with the projected needs 
of funds to carry out QCWA work and projects. 


The Board made the new dues structure (first published in the Summer, 1990 QCWA Journal, Page 52) effective on 
January 1, 1991. 


Each QCWA member has the option to extend his dues in QCWA for any desired period of time under the existing (old)- 
dues structure including Life Memberships, until the end of December. Headquarters will accept dues payments at the 
dues payments, and new membership fees, etc., received on January 2, 1991, must be based on the new Dues schedule. 
Dues or fees received on January 2 or later not consistent with the new dues structure will be returned with a note of 
explanation.
